out of his- power. By the ram 15 meant Darius Co- 
domanus, che laſt of the Perſtan emperors, and ſuccel- 
for of Cyrus. In the ſtatue repreſentet in a Uream to 
Nebuchadnezzar (ii. 39) the belly of braſs was an 
emblem of Alexander, the legs of iron of inis ſuceeſ- 
fors. He was appointed by God to deſtroy the Per- 
* fiancempire in the Eaſt, and to eſtabliſh the Grecian 
-monarchy in its room ; which he effected with ſur- 
priſing rapidity. Having defeated Darius with his im - 
menſe army, and taken the city of Tyre, he came in- 
to Judea. When he approached near ferufalem, the 
high prieſt, Jaddus, in his pontritcal habit, and the 
reſt of their prieſts in their proper garments, with the 
Frople clothed in white, marehed out, according to 
the command of God, to meet the conqueror. 
Alexander, when the high prieſt drew near, haſted 
from his horfe, bowed himſelf before him, and fa- 
luted him with a religious veneration; the reaſon of 

which ſurpriſing ſalutation, he informed his followers, 
aroſe from a dream which he had in Macedonia, 
wherein this ſame perfon appeared to hna'in tire ſame 
manner, and promiſed him victory in the name of his 
God. The king offered facrifices in the temple; and 
was ſhewn, by Jaddus, the prophecies of Daniel re- 
ſpecting himſelf. He eonferred what immunities they 
deſired upon their country, and left them with great 
ſatis faction. Alexander purſued his conqueſts with 
ſucceſs, and having entirely routed Darius, and ſub- 
jected all Aſia and the Indies, he fell into every kind 
of intemperance, which ſoon put a period to his life; 
this happened in the year of the world 3681, and in

Alexander Balas, ſo called from Balas his mother ; > 


he is generally ſuppoſed to be the natural ſon of An- 


He made war againſt Demetrius 
king of Syria, and got poſſeſſion of his kingdom, by 
the aſſiſtance of the Romans, and the Jews, under 

Jonathan Maccabeus. I. Macc. x. 18. He having got 
7 oſſeſſion of the kingdom of Syria, married the 
3 of Ptolomy, king of Egypt; but he after- 
ward took her from him, and married her to Deme- 
trius, the fon of the late king, and they together met 
Alexander in battle, and defeated- him. He after- 
ward. fled into Arabia ; ; when Zabdiel, king of that 
country, cut off his head, and ſent it as a preſent to 
Ptolomy; this happened in the year of the world 385 3.

Antiochus, moved with indigna- 
tion, was haflening into Judea, to make (as he ſaid) 
Jeruſalem a grave for all the Jews: but the Divine ven- 
geance ſoon overtook him, for he fell from his cha - 
riot, bruiſed all his limbs, and died in the moſt ex- 
cruciating torture, in the year of the world 3840. 
Upon his deathbed he. wrote a ſubmiſſive letter to the 
Jews, promiſing himſelf to turn Jew if he recovered, 
and recommended his ſon Antiochus to their protection.

Canaan was the father 
of a numerous poflerity ; Sidon, his eldeſt ſon, fouad- 
ed and peopled the city Sidon, and was the father of 
the Sidonians and Phenicians. Canaan's poſterity like 
wiſe it was, who inhabited the land of Canaan, after- 
ward conquered and poſſeſſed by the Iſraelites, accord- 
ing to the promiſe and command of God; the meaſure 
of their idolatry and. abominations being then com- 
pleted. 

Candace, the name of an Ethiopian queen, hols: 
eunuch coming to Jeruſalem to worſhip the Lord, was 
baptized by Philip the deacon, near Bethſura, in the 
way to Gaza, as he was returning to his. own country. 
Acts viii. 27. It has been aſſerted, that by the preach- 
ing of her eunuch, he queen was prevailed upon to 
turn Chriſtian. 

Canticles, from Canticum, literally ſignifies Jonge, 
but is particularly applied to a canonical book of the 
Old Teſtament, called the Song of Solomon, and in He- 
brew, the /ong of /ongs, i. e. the moſt excellent of all ſongs.- 
It is univerſally allowed to be wrote by king Solomon, 
and has been generally received, both by the Jewiſh 
and Chriſtian churches, as canonical.

nomy and aftrology. 

Chameleon, a (mall animal like a lizard. Tt has four 
feet, and on each foot three claws ; its tail is flat, its 
noſe and tongue long, its back ſharp, and its ſkin plaĩt- 
ed. Some have aſſerted, that it lives only upon air, 
but it has been obſerved to feed on flies; and it is faid 
to aſſume any colour but red and white. Moſes for- 
bids the Hebrews to eat the fleſh of the chameleon, it 
being an unclean animal.

She returned to him again, 
and laying a deſign to poiſon her ſon Gryphus, was pre- 
vented, by his obliging her to drink the draught her- 
ſelf which ſhe had provided for him, in the year of the 
world, 3882. 1 Macc. x. 58, and xi. 12. 
Cockatrice, a dangerous kind of ſerpent, produced 
from an egg. Iſa. xiv. 29. lix. 5. ; | 
Colo, a capital eity of Phrygia, and ſtood at no 
great diſtance from Loadicea and Hierapolis, whence 
we find St. Paul mentioning the inhabitants of theſe 


three cities together, Col. iv. 13. It is now (Dr. 


Wells informs us) quite buried in ruins, the memory 
of it being chiefly, if not wholly preſerved by St. 


Paul's Epiſtle to its inhabitants, who were called Co- 


loſſians.

Coos, an iſland in the Archipelago, laying near the 


ſouthweſt point of Aſia Minor, and having a city of

Corban, a word that ſignifies a gift, offering, or 
preſent made to God, or his temple. Mark vii, 11. 
It is likewiſe a name for the rreaſury where the offerings 
which were made in money were depoſited. Matt. 
xxvii. 6. | 


Corinth, a celebrated city, the capital of Achaia, 


ſeated on the- iſthmus which ſeparates Peloponneſus 
from Attica. It was famed for the wealth, luxury, 
and laſctviouſneſs of its inhabitants, who were called 
Corinthians. In this city, St. Paul preached in the year 
52, and made many converts. After, his departure, 


he wrote two Epiſtles to them; the main deſign in hoth 


which is to vindicate himſelf, and ſupport his own au- 


thority from the aſperſions and calumnies of ſome falſe 


teachers, who entered in among them. 
Corntlius, a Roman centurion, who, though a Gen. 
| tile,

tile, was one who feared God, was conſtant at his de- 
votions, and did many charitable acts. God approved 
of his piety, and ordered him to ſend for Simon Peter, 
who would acquaint him and his whole family with the 
means of ſalvation. See Acts x. He was converted, 
and became aſterward an eminent Chriſtian; ſome 
ſay he was biſhop of Ceſarea, and others make him 
biſhop of Ilium. 

Covenant, a league or agreement between two or 
more perſons. God made two covenants with man, 
che firſt at his creation, when he required him to for- 
bear the uſe of the forbidden fruit. Gen. ii. 16. 
The ſecond after his fall, by promiſing him not only 
forgiveneſs, upon repentance, but the coming of the 
Mefhah, who ſhould redeem him and all his race 
from the death of fin, and from the ſecond death; 
which 1s that of Ay: 1. Obr. XV. 22. Rom. v. 
12—19. 

. an entrance into a palace or houſe. The 
great courts belonging to the temple of Jeruſalem.

Cyprus, a famous iſland in the Mediterranean Sea, 
ſituated between Cilicia and Syria. It was remark. 
ably fertile, and contained all things within itſelf. 
It was ſo much famed. for its "AY and debauchery, 
that 
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that Venus, the queen of pleaſure, took her name 
from it, and was ſtyled the Cyprian Queen. St. Paul 


and Barnabas preached the goſpel in this iſland . 
(As xii.) and it is faid the latter n martyrdom 
in it. 


Cyrene, a celebrated city of Lybia in Africa, which 
as it was the principal city of that province, ſome- 
times gave it the name of Cyreniaca, which, by St. 
Luke (Acts ii. 10.) is paraphraſtically called-Lybia 
about Syrene. Many Jews of Cyrene (Acts xi. 20.) 
embraced the Chriftian religion, but others Oppoſed 
it with much obſtinacy. 

Cyrus, the ſon of Cambyſes, king of Perſia, by 
Mandane the daughter of Aſtyages king of Medea. 
He was the founder of the Perſian, and deſtroyer of 
the Chaldean empire; and was raiſed up by God to 
deliver the Jews from their captivity, The prophets 


frequently foretold the coming of Cyrus. Iſaiah 


(xliv. 28.) mentions his name two hundred years be- 


fore he was born. The accounts hiſtory gives of this 
prince are very confuſed, Herodotus, and after him 


Juſtin, relate, that he fell into an ambuſh Tomyris 
queen of the Scythians had laid for him, and that ſhe 


ordered his head to be cut off and caſt into a veſſel full 


of blood, ſaying, © Thou haſt always thirſted after 


human blood, now glut thyſelf with it.“ The ac- 


count Xenophon gives us is infinitely more probable, 
that he died peaceably in his bed, amid his friends and 
ſervants ; for certain It is, in Alexander? s time, his 
monument u i:cwn at Patagarda in Perſia, His 
death happened in the year of the world 3475.

ſyria. It was celebrated for its fine water, its wood, 
and temple, which was a ſanctuary to all thoſe that 
retired thither. The high prieſt, Onias the third, 
apprehending the defigns of the uſurper Menelaus, 
retreated to this place of reſuge, but was treacherouſly 
prevailed with to quit his ſanctuary, and maſſacred by 
Andronicus. See 2 Macc. iv. 33. 

Darius, the name of ſeveral princes mentioned in 
hiſtory, four whereof are taken notice of in Scripture. 
1. Darius the Mede, ſpoken of in Daniel v. 31. 
ix. 1, &. He was the ſon of Aſtyages, and uncle 
to Cyrus, Xenophon ſpeaks of him by the name of 
Cyaxares. He ſucceeded Belſhazzar in his kingdom 
of Babylon, in the year 3468. 


2. Darius, the fon of Hy ſtaſpes, ſuppoſed to be the 


Ahaſuerus mentioned in Scripture, and the huſband 
of Eſther. He removed the ſeat of the empire from 
Babylon to Suſa. The Babylonians, upon this, re- 


belled againſt Darins, but were conquered, and. their 


walls and gates broken down and deſtroyed,, according 
to the prophecy of Jeremiah li. 58. 
. Darius Codomanus, who was conquered by Alex- 
ander. He is figured to us in Daniel (viii. 5, &c.) 
by a ram butting with his horns, weſtward, north- 
ward, and ſouthward, nothing being able to reſiſt 
him; he did what he pleaſed, and became very pow- 
erful : but, at the ſame time, a he goat, i. e. Alex- 
ander the Great, came from the weſt, and overrun the 
world without touching the earth ; he had a very large 
horn between his two eyes, and advancing againlt the 
ram that had two horns, he attacked him with _

broke his two horns, and having thrown him down, 
trampled bim under foot. Darius Codomanus reigned 


but fix years, from the year of the world 3668 to 


3674, in which he died. ; 
4. Darius, or Areus, a king of Lacedemon. 
Dathan, was one of thoſe who conſpired with Ko- 


rah, Abiram, and On, to deprive Moſes and Aaron 
of the authority God had given them for the ſervice of 
his people. Dathan and his accomplices were ſwal- 


lowed up in the earth, and deſcended quick into the 
grave.

Dathemah, or Dathman, a fortreſs in the land of 
Gilead, whither the Jews beyond Jordan retired, and 
maintained themſelves againſt the attacks of Timotheus 
till Judas Maccabeus came to their relief. 

David, the ſon of Jeſſe, of the tribe of Judah, and 
town of Bethlehem. He was appointed: by God to 
ſucceed Saul in his kingdom, during the life of that 
prince, and was anointed by Samuel while he was very

young, ſome ſay only fifteen, others twenty-two. See 


1 Sam. xvi. &. He was ſo much favoured by the 
Lord, as to be called the man after God's own heart, 
and was remarkably ſucceſsful, till his unhappy tranſ- 
greſſion with Bathſheba; after which he was unfortu- 
nate in his family, his children proving undutiful, and 


- rebelling againſt him. David died in the ſeventy-firit _ 


year of his age, after having reigned forty years, and 
was buried in the city of David in the year of the world 
1014. He is generally cited as the author of the book 
of Pſalms, though a great number'of them were un- 
doubtedly compoſed by others. He ſeems to have been 
favoured with a knowledge of the Meſſiah, ſince among 
the Pſalms there are many remarkable prophecies of 


his coming.

Demetrius Soter, the ſon of Seleucus ſurnamed Phi- 
lopater, king of Syria, He waged many wars againſt 
the Jews, but they, under the conduct of Judas Mac- 


cabeus and his brother Jonathan, were generally yic- 
torious. He was ſlain in the year 3854, fighting va- 


liantly againſt Alexander Balas, a pretended fon of 
Antiochus Epiphanes. 12 | 
Demétrius Nic@nor ſucceeded his father Demetrius 
Soter in his kingdom. In this prince's reign, Jona- 
than undertook the fiege of the city oi Jeruſalem, 
which was ſtill in the hands ot the Syrians. Deme- 
trius having notice of this, ſent for Jonathan to Pto- 
lemais, to give an account of his conduct to him. 


Jonathan, by his preſents, won ſo effectually the good 
graces of the young king, that he obtained from him 


a Con- 


Dehavites being a people of Ava, and perhaps of that 
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a confirmation of the dignity of high prieſt, and li- 


berty for all the_provinces in Judea, upon a promiſe 
of paying the king three hundred talents. _ Demetrius, 
after he had obtained a peaceable poſſeſſion of the 
kingdom, gave himſelf up to all manner of excefs, 
inſomuch that he became highly odious and contempti- 
ble to his ſubjects. Whereupon Diodotus, otherwiſe 


called Tryphon, undertook to place young Antiochus, 


the ſon of Balas, on the throne. The Syrians and 
Jews joined themſelves to him, and he became ſuc- 
ceſsful. He afterward flew the young prince, and 


procured himſelf to be acknowledged king, under the 


name of Tryphon, having, a little before treache- 
rouſly killed Jonathan Maccabeus, who was one of the 
moſt powerful ſupports that young prince had. Si- 
mon moved with juſt indignation at his cruelty, went 


over to the party of Demetrius, who again recovered 


his kingdom, and reigned afterward four years. He 
was killed in the year 3878, and-was ſucceeded by his 
ſon Seleucus. x :

© buſineſs conſiſted in making little models of the tem- 
ple of Epheſus, with the image of Diana included in

Epicurus, the 
fonnder of this ſect, laid down atoms, ſpace, and 
gravity, as the firſt principles of all things; he did not 
deny the exiſtence of a God, but thought it beneath 
his majeſty to concern himſelf with human affairs; he 
denied providence, and the immortality of the foal. 
When St. Paul came to Athens, he had conferences

Eraftus, a Corinthian, and diſciple of St. Paul, 
called by this apoſtle (Rom. xvi. 23.) clamberlain of 
the city; that is, of the city of Corinth, where St. 
Paul was; or of Jeruſalem, according to the modern 
Greeks: He reſigned his employment, and became 
afterward a faithful diſciple and follower of St. Paul. 
Some make him biſhop of Macedonia, others of Pan- 
cas near the ſources of the river Jordan. 

: E'rech, a city 1 Chaldea bake = Nimrod. Gen. 
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Zhar-Bbüddin, the ſon of Sennacherib, and his fbe- 

ceſſor in the kingdom of Aſſyria. He made war with 

Manaſſeh king of Judah, took Jeruſalem, and carried 


the king to Babylon (2 Chron. xxxili. 11. and Iſaiah: 


xiii, 13.) whereof he had made himſelf maſter by 


force, and ſo united the two empires together. He 18 


ſaid. to have reigned twenty-nine years at Nineveh, 
from the year 3294 to 3336; beſide which, he reigne 
thirteen years at Babylon, in all forty-two years. He 
died in the year of the world 33:6, and was ſucceeded- 
by Saoſduchinus. Sir Iſaac Newton ſuppoſes Efar-- 
haddon to be the fame with Sardanapalus, the name 
Sardanapalus being derived from Afer-hadon Pul. 
Z.ſau, the ſon of Iſaac by Rebekah, and twin bro- 
ther to Jacob. The brothers differed from each other” 
greatly in diſpoſition ; Eſau delighting much in hunt- 
ing. Jacob, employing himſelf in family affairs, be- 
came the favourite of his mother, by whoſe means he 


obtained his father's bleſſing in preference to Eſau his 


elder brother. See Gen. xxv. Jacob, for ſear of the 
heavy reſentment of his brother, fled into Meſopota- 
mia, till the indignation of his brother ſhould be ap-

towns, as prejudicial to contemplation and expoſing to 
temptation. Both theſe ſorts of Eſſenes followed the 
ſame maxims. They drank no wine, were eminent for 


' frugality and continence, and ſtrangers to all kinds of 


pleaſure : they uſed a plain ſimplicity in their diſcourſe, 
and meddled not with commerce, becauſe they thought 
it was apt to make people covetous : they had no pro- 
perty, but had all things in common, and were chari- 
table one toward another, and hoſpitable to ſtrangers. 
All ſuch arts as were deſtructive to mankind, and hurt- 


ful to ſociety, were baniſhed from among them; and 


hy reckoned war unlawful, but carried a weapon to 
nd themſelves againſt the attacks of thieves and 


Fabbers. They never took an oath ; at leaſt, not with- 


out mature deliberation ; and had the utmoſt abhor- 
rence to a lie. They all owned a future ſtate, but de- 
nied a reſurrection of the dead. The reaſon why this 
ſect is not mentioned in the New Teſtament, may ariſe 
from their retired manner of living. There ſeems to 
be as great uniformity between the Eſſenes and Pytha- 
goreans, as there was between the Sadducees and Epi- 
cureans, the Phariſees and Stoics. | |

He did not think it convenient either to condemn him, 
or ſet him at liberty, but choſe rather to adjourn the 
determination of the affair till the arrival of Lyſias, 
who commanded the troops at Jeruſalem, where he 
had taken Paul into cuſtedy, and who was expected 
at Ceſarea. Felix, being one day with his wife Dru- 
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ſilla, ſeat for Paul, and defired him to Bf OY to him 
the religion of Jeſus Chriſt. Acts xxiv. St. Paul, on 
this occaſion, ſpoke with his uſual boldneſs; and as 
he diſcourſed of juſtice, temperance, and the judg- 


ment to come, Felix trembled, and ſent Paul back to

his place of confinement, where he remained till the 
arrival of Portius Feſtus, who ſucceeded Felix in the 
government of Judea, in the year 60, when St. Paul 
appealed to Ceſar, and ſo ſtopped the profecution of 
the Jews, and ſecured himſelf from the wicked inten- 
tions of Feſtus, whom they had corrupted with a ſum 
of money. 

Firmament, Gen. 1. 7: The word here uſed is 
ratiab, which is tranſlated expanſion, ſomething ex- 

anded. The word ratab, from whence rakiah is de- 
rived, ſigniſies to ſpread metal with a hammer, to 
make flat, to cruſh to pieces, to beat; and by the 
word firmament (rakiah) the Hebrews underſtood the 
Heavens, which, like a ſolid and immenſe arch (though 
it be ſoft and liquid) ſerved as a bank or barrier be- 
tween the upper and lower waters, and that the ſtars 
are ſet in this arch like fo many precious ſtones in gold 
and filver, Gen. i. 17. 

Firſt- fruits. Thus the Hebrews called thoſe obla- 
tions which they made 'to God, conſiſting of part of 
the fruits of the harveſt, as an acknowledgment of the 
ſovereign dominion of God, the giver of all good 
things.

his general, Holofernes, to reduce all the nations who 
would not acknowledge him and ſubmit to his empire. 
The ſucceſs of whoſe expediuons 1 is related in the Book 
of Judith.

After our Saviour's 
death, Nicodemus, we are told, declared openly his 
religion, and was depoſed from his dignity of fenator, 
and drove from Jeruſalem ; but that Gamaliel, who 
was his couſin-german, took him to his country-houſe, 
maintained him there till his death, and had him ho- 
norably interred near St. Stephen. 

Nicolas, a proſelyte of Antioch, and one of the 


moſt zealous and holy among the firſt Chriſtians; ſo 


that he was choſen one of the ſeven firſt deacons of the 
church of Jeruſalem. Act vi. 5. Though afterward 
he is ſuppoſed to have been the firſt author and found- 
er of the ſe& of Nicolaitanes or Nicolaites, who did 
the greateſt diſhonour to Chriſtianity, by holding the 
moſt obnoxious tenets, allowing adultery and the uſe 
of meats offered to idols. Theodoret ſays, the two 
diſtinguiſhing characters of this ſe& were libertiniſm 


and folly. Jeſus Chriſt, in the Rev. ii. 6, &c.. ex- 


preſsly condemns theſe heretics. Some ancient writers 
diſtinguiſh Nicolas, the founder of this ſect, from 
Nicolas the deacon.

the Paſſover, Lev. xxiii. 15. The feaſt of Pentecoſt 
was inſtituted among the Iſraelites: firlt, to oblige 
them to repair to the temple of the Lord, there to ac- 
knowledge his , abſolute dominion over the whole 
country, and to offer him the firſt-fruits of their har- 
velt ; and ſecondly, that they might call to mind and 
give "thanks to God for the law he had given them 
from mount Sinai, on the fiftieth day after their de- 
parture from Egypt.

But 
though Tiberius died before Pilate arrived at Rome, 


yet his ſucceſſor Caligula baniſhed him to Vienne in 
Gaul, where he was reduced to ſuch extremity, that

Pleiades, an aſſemblage of ſtars in the neck of the 
conſtellation Taurus, which appear at the ninning 
of the ſpring.

Pontus, a province of Aſia Minor. To the faithful 
of this province, and to thoſe of the neighbouring pro- 
vinces, St. Peter addreſſes his firſt Epiſtle. 
 Piotiphar, captain of the guard to Pharaoh king of 
Egypt, to whom Joſeph was fold by che Midianitiſh 
-merchants, and by whom he was made ſaperintendant 
of his houſe. But ſome years after, upon the falſe accu- 
fation of Potiphar's wife, was caſt into priſon, and from 
thence delivered in the manner related in Gen. xli. 

Poti-phtrah, a prieſt or prince of Egypt, the father 
of Aſenath the wile of Joſeph. Gen. xli. 45. 

Prieft, the general name for the miniiter of religion 
In all ages and countries. The prieft under the law 
was, among the Hebrews, a perſon conſecrated and 
ordained of God, not only to teach he people an] 
pray for them, but alſo to offer up ſacrifices for 
his own fins, and thzſe of the people. Lev. iv. 5. 
The high prieſt was at the head of all religious affairs, 
and was the ordinary judge of all matters concerning 
the practice and judgments of the Jewiſh nation. Deut.

Priſcilla, who together with her huſband Aquila, 


ved at Corinth when St. Paul came thither. Acts 


viii. 1, They entertained the * at their jy

Prophets, in general, are thoſe who foretel future 
events, as the original word imports. In particular, 


they are thoſe inſpired perſons among the Iſraelites 


who were commiſſioned by God to declare his will and 
purpoſes to that people, under which character they 
foreto:d the captivity of Babylon, the coming of the 
Meſſiah, and other great even. in the economy of Di- 
vine providence. 

Projelyte, in the religious ſenſe of the word is one 


who leaves and renounces one religion to embrace and 


profeſs another. Proſelytes among the Hebrews were 


diſtinguiſhed into two ſorts; the firſt called Proſelytes 


of the Gate, and were thoſe who obſerved the moral 
law only, and the rules that were impoſed on the chil- 
dren of Noah; the ſecond were called the Proſelytes 
of Juſtice, who e themſelves to receive circum- 
ciſion and the whole law of Moſes. 

Pſalms, a canonical book of the Old Teſtament, 


containing ſpiritual ſongs and hymns compoſed by 


king David and others. They are called Plalms from 
the Greek anus which ſignifies 79 touch frvertly, be- 
cauſe with the voice was joined the ſound of muſical 
inſtruments. 

Ptolemiis, a ſeaport town of Phenicia, in the Me- 
Jiterranean Sea, now called Acre. 

Piilemy, a name borne by all the kings in Egypt, 
from Ptolemy the ſon of Lagus, who, upon the death 


of Alexander the Great, ſucceeded to the government 


of this country, until the time of its conqueſt by the 


Romans. 


Publican, a farmer or receiver of public money, an 
oſficer of the revenue and collector of ſuch taxes as are 
impoſed on the people. This was an office very hate-

Publius, the governor of the iſland Melita or Malta, 


ho received St. Paul and his company with great huma- 
nity, when ſhipwrecked upon this iſland in the year 60. 
The Apoſtle in acknowledgment reſtored the gover- 
nor's father to his health, who was ill of a fever and 
bloody flux. Acts xxviii. 7. It is ſaid, that not only 
Publius and his father, but the whole iſland alfo, were 
converted to the chriſtian faith.

45 believed to have been one of the ſeventy: diſciples, 
and to have ſuffered martyrdom under .the . of 
Nero. 
Piul, or Phul, king of Aſſyria. He came into the 
land of Iſrael in the time of Menahem king of the 
ten tribes, but this monarch prevailed upon him, by 
a preſent of a thouſand talents, not only to withdraw 


his forces, but to recogniſe his title likewiſe to the 


crown of Iſrael. Sir Iſaac Newton ſuppoſes him to be 
the ſame with Belus, the firſt founder of the Allyrian 
and Babylonian empire. 

Pur, or Purim, i. e. Lets. The feaſt of le Lots 
was a very ſolemn feſtival of the Jews, inſtituted in 
-memory of lots that were caſt by Haman, the enemy 
of the Jews. Eſth. iii. 7. This feaſt is celebrated a- 
mong the Jews, on the 14th of the month Adar.

ward the end of the reign of Hezekiah king of Ju- 


dah. The Romans, at the coming of our Saviour, 


had extended their empire over almoſt every part of 
the then known world. Jeruſalem was taken by them 


no leſs than three times: Iſt, by the arms of Pompey,. 


in the year of the world 3941 ; 2d, by Joſicus, in the 
year 3957; and the third and laſt time, under Titus, 
when both the city and temple were utterly deftroyed. 
The goſpel was early preached in this city. St. Paul 
wrote an Epiſtle to the Roman converts in the year 
Co, wherein his principal aim is to perſuade them to a 
ſteady perſeverance in the profeſſion of Chriſtianity, 
by convincing them, that God is the God of the 
Gentiles as well as of the Jews, and others; that un- 
der the goſpel there is no difference between Jew and 
Gentile, and that there was now no neceſſity to ſub- 
mit to circumciſion, and the other ceremonial obſer-- 
vances of the Jews. This Epiſtle gives us a moſt 
clear ànd comprehenſive view of Chriitianity, ſince the 
apoſtle has moſt judiciouſly woven iato his diſcourſe: 
its principal and leading doctrines. |

Sabbath (ret) a ſolemn feflival of the Jews, being 


© the ſeventh day of the week, which they obſerved with 


remarkable exactneſs, even to a degree of ſuperſtition. 
The obſervation was at the very firſt beginning of 
things, and was intended by God as a day to be ſet 
apart for the contemplation of his works in creation. 

Saveans, in Iſaiah xlv. 14. are called, men of ſta- 
ture. Theſe are probably the Sabians of Arabia Fe- 
lIix, or thoſe of Aſia. They ſubmitted themſelves to: 
Cyrus, and acknowledged his government.

Sacrifice. Sacrifices are ſuppoſed to have taken place 
from the fatal tranſgreſſion of our firſt parents, and 


were intended to typify the grand ſacrifice of our Sa- 


viour upon the croſs, for the fins of the whole world. 
Sadducees, a famous ſet among the Jews, ſo called 
from their founder Sadoc. It began in the time of 
Antigonus, preſident of the Sanhedrim at Jeruſalem, 
and teacher of the law in the principal divinity ſchool 
of that city, who died in the time of Ptolemy Phila- 
delphus, king of Egypt. Antigonus having often i» 
his lectures inculcated to his ſcholars, that they ought 


not to ſerve God in a ſervile manner, but only out of 
Shal-love and fear; two of his ſcholars, Sadoc and 
Baithus, inferred from thence, that there were no re- 


wards at all after this life, and therefore ſeparating 
from the ſchool of their maſter, they thought thers 
was no refurrection or future ſtate, neither "angel or 
ſpirit. They ſeem to agree intirely with the Epicu- 
reans, excepting in this, that though they denied a fu- 
ture ſtate, yet they allowed the power of God to create 
the world, and his providence to govern it, whereas 
the followers of E picurus denied both.

' 1 Kings xvi; 24. In the time of Saalmenezer, king 
of Aſſyria, by whom it was taken, this City was mack: 
enlarged and beautified. Shalmenezer, having reduced: 
it to a heap of ſtones, and carried captive the Iſraelites 


he found in the country, ſent other inhabitants in their 


ſtead, the moſt conſiderable of which were the Cuthites, 
deſcended from Cuſh. Eſarhaddan, the ſucceſſor of 
Shalmenezer, ſent prieſts to inſtru theſe people in the 
true religion, their country being infeſted with lions, 
which he 1mputed to the 1gnorance of the people in 
the manner of worſhipping the god of the country. 
At firſt they mingled Judaiſm and Paganiſm togetiter, 
but afterward they adhered only to the law of Moſes. 
In the time of Alexander the Great, they built a 
temple on mount Gerizim, Which they {ſuppoſed was 
the place where God intended to receive the adoration 
ot his people. There was a perpetual enmity between 
the Samaritans and the Jews. John iv. 9. 

Samos, a famous iſland in the Archipelago, upon 


the coaſt of Atia Minor. 1 Macc. xv. 23. Acts xx. 15.

Samſon, the ſon of Manoah, and of a-woman whoſe 


name is not known. His birth was predicted by an

from the hands of the Philitines, and had ſuch amaz-. 
ing ſtrength given him as no man ever yet poſſeſſed. 
Aker performing many glorious actions, he fell in 
love with Delilah, a Philiſtian harlot, to whom he de- 
clared the part in which bis extraordinary ſtrength 

ſhe deceived and betrayed him into the hands 
of 1 her countrymen, by whom he was impriſoned, 
had his hair ſhorn, and his eyes put out. After Sam- 
fon had continued a while in priſon, his hair was grown 
and he reſtored to his former ſtrength. The Philiſtines 
foon after held a grand feaſt in honour of their god 
Dagon, whom they ſuppoſed had delivered Samſon 
into their power. Their priſoner was fent for to di- 
vert them; and, after they had inſul:od him for ſome 
time, he defired to reft himſelf aglinſt the pillars 
which ſupported the building. By this means, having 
laid hold of the two main "ſupporters, he pulled the 
temple down upon himſelf and the Philiſtines, cruſh- 
ing no leſs than three thouſand people (with the chief 
of the nobles) to death in its fall. Divines ſuppoſe 
that he was moved to this action by the peculiar inſpi- 
ration of the Holy Ghoſt. 

Samuel Caſted of God) the ſon of Elkanah and Han- 
nah, of the tribe of Levi and family of Kohath, and 
a prophet and judge of Iſrael for ſeveral years. He 
ſucceeded Eli in his office, whoſe family was rejected 
from ſerving the Lord for the iniquity of his children, 
which the old man did not endeavour to reſtrain. Sa- 
muel died at the age of ninety-eight, about two years 
before the death of Saul, in the year of the world

wind, which is very common in zhoſe parts. Senna- 
cherib returned almoſt alone into his own country, 
and was ſoon after flain by his two ſons, as he was 
worſhipping in the temple of his god Niſroch, abeut 
the year of the world 3294.

He was 
chief prince and pontift of the Jews, from the year of 
the world 3860 to 3869. Simon was eſteemed a wiſe 
counſellor, and valiant commander, and under him 


the Jews enjoyed great peace and tranquillity. - He was 8 


treacherouſly ſlain in the year 3869, with his ſons Mat- 
tathias and Judas, by Ptolemy the ſon of Ambubus, 
who had married his daughter, in the caſtle of Docus. 
.1 Macc. xvi. Ptolemy thought, by this barbarous 
piece of treachery, to make himſelf maſter of Jeruſalem 
and the whole country of Judea ; but John Hircanus, 


the ſon of Simon, getting intelligence of his deſign, 


arrived before him at Jeruſalem, where he was ac- 
knowledged high prieſt and young of the 5 ews, in the 
room ef his father. 


Simon he Cyrenean, who was compelled to bear the croſs 


of our bleſſed Saviour, he being no longer able to ſuſ- 
tain the weight of it. 
Simon was a Jew or a Gentile. Many fathers have 
ſuppoſed the latter, and that he was of that 1dolatrous 


people who were afterward to be called to the profeſ- 


Lon of the goſpel, and to carry the croſs after Chriſt. 


Simon the Canaanite, or Simon Zelotes, one of the 


twelve apoſtles, and brother to St. Jude. Some are of 
opinion that he was called Canaanite from Cana, a ci- 
ty in Gallilee; others ſuppoſe that he received this 
name Canaanite, or Zeletes (which ſeems only to be 
a . ropes of the word Canaanite) for the zeal he 
Mewed in embracing the goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt; while 
others think that he was of a certain ſect called Zealots, 
of which memion is made in Joſephus, 1. 4. c. ii. 
The particulars of his life are unknown, nor does it 
appear where he preached or where he died. 

Simon Magus, or the Sorcerer, a wicked impoſtor,

3000, and dedicated in 3001, The place choſen for 
_ erecting this magnificent ſtructure was one fide of 
mount Sion called Moriah. Its entrance ſtood to- 
ward the eaſt, and the moſt holy and retired part was 
toward the weſt. The dimenſions and materials of this 
noble edifice may be found in the fixth and ſeventh 
chapters of the Firſt Book of Kings, and in the four- 
teenth chapter of Ezekiel. This Temple after the 
time of its dedication, ſuffered many revolutions, and 
was at laſt entirely deſtroyed by Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon, in the year 3398. The Temple conti- 
nued buried in its ruins for the ſpace of fifty-two years, 
- tHl the firſt year of Cyrus at Babylon, in the year of 
the world 3468. Then that prince gave permiſſion 
to the Jews to return to, Jeruſalem, and rebuild the 
Temple of the Lord, But they meeting with many 
=o inter- 


T HE 

interruptions i in the rebuilding it from their enemies, 
did not finiſn and dedicate it till the reign of Darius 
Hyſtaſpes, in the year of the world 3489. In the 
year 3986, Herod the Great undertook to rebuild the 
whole, Temple anew, which he finiſhed in the moſt ſu- 
perb and elegant manner. This Temple built by 
Herod did not ſubſiſt above 77 years, being deſtroyed 
by the Romans in the year of Chriſt 70.
